While the law makes it the dutv of 
the state board of health to institute 
.proceedings against, 
individuals or 
corporations who violate the law re- 
garding the pollution of streams, the 
commission, as such pollution destroys 
the ush, has decided to assist ID the 
work of keeping the rivers aud creeks 
free from poisonous matter. 
To this end a committee, consisting 


of Commissioners Burroker and Bur- 
nett and 
Game Warden Reutinger 
has been appointed to assist in all 
prosecutions of this character. 
The 


first case in which the committee will 
be interested is that, of an (Jrbana 
concern whose officers are said to have 
been indicted in Clark county for pol- 
luting the waters of Mad river with 
the refuse from its works.

The Killbuck Oil Field Will Be Ex- 


tended Very Soon. 


THOUSANDS OF ACRES LEASED 


B) PitUtmrg Parties Who Will Drill at OKC. 


The Fostoria Company to 


Have Aiother. 


Piltsburg capitalists, spurred on by 
the encouraging outlook in oil, have 
entered the Killbuck field and will ex. 
tend its boundaries into Cosbocuin 
county. Three wells will be put down 
at once. 


The company have bad an eye on the 


Held for some time, and the produc- 
tion of the wells owned by the Fos- 
toria company has been closely watch- 
ed. sThe well known fact that dust- 
ers are never developed in the field 
and a hole put down almost anywhere 
in the vicinity of Killbuck will pro- 
duce oil caused them to act. 
They 
sent a man to the field and with- 
out difficulty 
he 
began at once 
to take up land. lie has been 
at 


work during this week, and succeeded 
iu leasing about 3000 acres. 
They 


have in mind the leasing of 1500 acres 
additional territory, and will soon 
have it under lease. The lease begins 
about 2i miles south of Killbuck and 
extends to Layland over the line into 
Coshocton county. It has been given 
out that two wells will be put down 
as soon as the rigs can be erected, and 
a thorough test of the property will 
be made. The company does not ex- 
pect to strike a gusher, but if it can 
bunch a dozen or more wells such as 
the Fosioria company has the invest- 
ment will pay. 


Colonel iietham has decided to put 


down another well for the Fostoria 
people and will set the drill going at 
once. It has been located on the G raj- 
farm near Killbuck. 


Oil men declare the Killbuck field 
has a splendid future, and hopes for 
rapid development are entertained 
now that 
Pittsburg- oil men have 


come in.

Liberal, and CoJoaial Secretary 
Joseph Chamberlain, which served tc 
enliven the proceedings of the wanicg 
ses::?o!i of i'iirhasQ^nt. 


The tiit was about Lori! Kitchea- 
r's proclamation. Sir \Villiaia char- 
acterized :t as a mischievous docu- 
ment, the inspiration of neither Lord 
Kitchener nor Lord Milner, but of th« 
ministry of Natal. He declared the 
government, in arming the natives, 
was resorting to a practice which had 
left the darkest stain on the history 


f the 
war betv.-^en England and 


America. The new policy of the gov- 
ernment promised to be neither cred- 
itable nor effective, and was in con- 
travention of all the federal princi- 
ples of the St. Petersburg convention. 
The country would welcome an. ante- 
adjournment statement oa the status 
of the war on which it was still spend- 
ing £5.000.000 a month, although th» 
war was declared ended at the close 
o* last session. 


Mr. Chamberlain said the war stat- 


us was clearly indicated by Lord 
Kitchener's weekly reports. He, him- 
self, had gone out of the prophesying 
business, but he assured the speaker 
that the government's attitude was 
the only method of ending the war. 
The colonial secretary declared that 
the use of native troops was so new 
policy. It had been pursued without 
adverse criticism. The Indian troops 
in China had been co-operating with 
the troops of five of the highest civ- 
ilized powers- Regarding the banish- 
ment of burghers. Mr. Chamberlain 
said Great Britain had a perfect right 
to enact what laws she chose for the 
government of a country acquired by 
conquest. The Boers must be taught 
that they can not longer carry on a 
guerilla war at no personal risk, while 
Great Britain feeds their women and 
children, he said- 


Mr. Chamberlain compared the con- 


ditions in South Africa and the Philip- 
pines, and said the policy of America, 
as declared by General MacArthur's 
proclamation, would certainly be the 
policy of Great Britain if the cam- 
paign becomes a war of banditti. 


Regarding the devastation policy, 


Mr. Chamberlain said it was nothing 
compared with General Sherman's 
campaign. He had talked with Gen- 
eral Sherman himself and Sherman 
justified his action on the ground of 
humanity. 


Jlr. Chamberlain also said there 


•was no foundation for the report that 
Lord Kitchener was coming home. 


Sir. Balfour declared that not a 


horse or man would be 
from South Africa unless the military 
situation justified it, bat the 
. ment had every reason to hope that 
:ond growth as completely bsfore tbs reassembling of parliament 
the first crop.

Committee on Harmony. 


Harrison rg. Pa., Aug. 16.—Tbe Dem 


ocratic state convention nominate< 
Judge Harmaa Yerkes of Doylestown 
for supreme court and Represeatativ. 
Andrew J. Palm of MeadvHle for state 
treasurer.

Virginians Recognize Bryan. 


Norfolk. V«L. Aug. 16.—The Demo- 


cratic state convention ended its 
labors and adjourned sine die. It was 
not until 6 p. si. that the platform of 
the party was submitted to the body, 
although tbe resolutions committee 
had been out over 48 hours. The plat- 
form deals largely with state Issues 
and espressos admiration for all to« 
leaders of the party from Jefferson to 
Bryan.

Chicago, Aug. 16.-—Under proceed-

Washicgton, Aug. 1C. — Treasury de- 


partment ofcicials have at last hit 
upcn a p!ac which, it is believed, will 
prevent Chinese sneaking back across 
the border into the United States 
after landing ia Mexico. 


Under tfc<» trt-aty between the Unit- 


ed States and China immigrants from 
the latter country are allowed to pass 
through the United States to any 
other foreign country, provided, how- 
ever. the treasury officials are satis- 
fied that their passage through this 
country is for the bona fide purpose 
of taking up a residence in another 
and not for the purpose of ultimately 
returning to the United States. 


Daring the last few years many 


thousands of Chinese have been land- 
ed at the pert of San Francisco under 
alleged contract to work on planta- 
tions and railroads in southern Mex- 
ico. They have been permitted to 
pass through without hindrance, but 
a careful investigation has developed 
the fact that not 10 per cent of them 
ever reach the points to which they 
are ticketed, but leave at points along 
the northern border of Mexico. In a 
short time they reach the United 
States which officials claim undoubt- 
edly was their original purpose. 


Treasury officials have decided to 


take advantage oi the proviso in the 
treaty which stipulates that they shall 
be satisfied of the good faith of the 
Chinamen seeking to go through the 
United States to a foreign country, 
and instructions will be sent officials 
at San Francisco to require each Chi- 
naman claiming Mexico as his desti- 
nation to establish his good faith. If 
the Chinaman is under contract to 
perform labor in Mexico he may pre- 
sent his contract as evidence of good j 
faith, but in case of his failure to sat- 
isfy the officials he will not be per- 
mitted to land.

WIND CAVE IMPROVEMENTS.

The socit.-:> of the interior has or- 


derwl a survey made of all the rooms 
in \Vinil cave, which is one of tbe great 
ouriosiiif* of the- west, says a dispatch 
from Di-adwood to tbe St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. Tbe ground covering the 
cave is also to be held up frotn loca- 
tion, amounting to about two and a 
half sections. The government intends 
to throw open tliis cave to the world as 
a park. Electric lights are to be placed 
in all the chambers and passageways, 
and an elevator will be built for the 
steep places and for tbe outside en- 
trance. 


Wind cave has been in a controversy 


for a number cf years. The location 
was ciaitned by two different parties, 
one as a homestead and the ot!ier as a 
mineral location. Toe secretary of tbe 
interior took tbe matter up finally and 
decided that neither party should have 
a valid claim to the ground or to the 
cave, and a decision was made that 
placed the great wonder in tbe bands 
of the government. 


The cave was first discovered by a 


cowboy in 1SS4. While riding through 
a small gulch he noticed a very strong 
rush of wind through a hole in the 
ground.

that thrre was a chamber of consider 
able size near tbe surface. Each year 
s::ice that time the development of the 
cave hns been progressing until at the 
present time th«>re are over 100 miles 
of pn^sncfways. 3.000 chambers an* 
eight different levels.
